James T. B u r n s of this city has 
been appointed tribal tax collec­ 
tor of the Chickasaw Nation, and 
will begin the collection of the 
merchants tax at Chickasha to* 
morro v. 
This tax has been ap­ 
proved by the Indian Agent, and 
th? instructions are to collect the 
tax from Jan. I to March 4, the 
date of the dissolution of the tri­ 
bal government. 
This tax will be 
t ie last tribute money that will 
ever be exacted in this Nation 
from merchants, and it is expect­ 
ed that there will be little trouble 
in the enforcement of it, as the 
tax has been declared valid, and 
until the tribes dissolve 
efforts 


will be made to collect it. 
In 
cases of refusal the Indian Agent 
will be called upon as heretofore.

p cornin was a w ild ern ess. 
U t' lived at the northern 
end of Bear Lake, a pretty sheet of 
oater, eight miles long, while Lock­ 
land was at the southern extremity. 
Between 
the 
two places t h e forest 
stretched unbroken, aud there was not 
a single h o u s e od e ith e r hank. 
th e winters were cold, and from 
December to April of every year the 
ake was a sheet of smooth ice. 
We 
boys became 
experts in the use 
of 
skates, and most of our leisure time 
w a» spent on the ice. 
The greatest 
rivalry existed between the two lake I 
towns, and skating matches were fro I 
•lucidly held. 
Although the country I 
was sparsely settled, nearly a1 the 
wild animals had disappeared before 
our coming, bitt there were bears in 
the forest and wolves—big. fierce fel­ 
lows that hunger sometimes made dan­ 
gerous. 
One cold afternoon toward the end 
of January I buckled on my skates 
for a trip to Rockland to make final 
arrangements for a skating match be­ 
tween teams from tile two towns that 
was set for the next day. 
I w a s late 
iti starting, aud the boys at Rockland 
kept me so long that it was after sun­ 
set before I left for home. But it was 
full moon, and the big yellow orb was 
Just peeping over the woods at my I 
eight as I struck out. 
I was in no hurry and skated along 
easily, saving my strength for the mor­ 
row. 
I had gone about a quarter of 
the distance when, from somewhere 
away oil in the forest, there came to 
my ears the howl of a wolf. 
All was 
►dent again for a few minutes, then 
t i e sound was repeated, 
it was not 
so far off this time, m d there was no 
answering note from the opposite shore. 
That these beasts wouid attack a 
m an never occurred to me. but b ein g 
a loup on the lake and far away from 
tome, the close 
proximity of 
the 
wolves made me uneasy, and I quick- 
ned my strokes a little. 
By this time the moon had risen 
high enough to make everything light 
tis day. only along the eastern shore 
the shadows wen* still dense. 
Sud­ 
denly from the woods oil my right an­ 
other series of howls broke out on the 
night air, aud as I glanced around I 
saw half a dozen long, gaunt, gray 
creatures leave the underbrush and 
come racing towards m e over the ice. 
I realized then that the wolves were 
chasing 
me 
and 
grew 
thoroughly 
frightened. 
My fears were increased 
when I saw several more leave the 
cover of the western bank, m d cutting 
■diagonally across, join the first pack. 
i i buttoned my short coat and struck 
|»ut at my best pace, thinking that 
■when they saw me leaving them they 
mvould give up the pursuit. 
J fiat was a mistake, a s I soon saw. 
They. too. increased their speed, and 
ame bounding along after me. their 
todies almost touching the ice. Every 
low' and then one of them would give 
•mice to a shrill bark. One big fellow­ 
ed the pack by several yards. 
The 
•ace was telling on me and my pur­ 
suers were gaining every second. 
A 
lance backward showed them not a 
mildred yards in the rear. 
Home was still four miles away and 
here was no help near. 
I had muli­ 
ng in the shape of a weapon except 
ly jack-knife, and as I sped along I 
rew* this from my pocket and opened 
lie big blade. 
The pack was at my back when it 
ocurred to me that I might yet escape 
lpm by putting in practice some tac­ 
os familiar to every one who has 
layed the game of “ tag.” 
These 
ictics were nu lling more than dodg- 
ig the wolves when they came close 
lough, and I knew that on tin* smooth 
I had them at a disadvantage. 
Slackening my speed, I waited for tile 
ader of the pack to approach a little 
:*arer. 
On he came, until I could 
e the tire flash from his eyes and 
ie froth 
drop 
from 
his half-open 
ws. 
When he gathered himself to 
iring. I turned sharply to the right 
til darted off at full speed. 
The manoeuvre work im I perfectly. 
lie wolf leaped just as I spun about, 
int instead of alighting 
upon 
my 
joufders, lie went slipping and sii*l- 
g over the ice for a distance of se ve­ 
al yards. 
The rest of the pack, in 
cir attempt to turn quickly, lost their 
et and fell over cal li other, giving 
I several precious seconds, which 
used to advantage. 
By my trick I had gained some dis- 
nee, but the wolves were closing in 
me again. 
I waited 
until 
Ho­ 
lder was almost upon me the second 
e. then swung about to the loft. 
e beast was anticipating some such 
cement on my part, for lie did not 
lug, aud I iouud that I had not 


gained tile start that I did the first 
time. 
However, It helped, for as I 
heard the quick breathing of the pack 
at my heels once more, I saw the 
lights of the village around a bend in 
the bank. 
But the murderous beasts were too 
intent on their prey to be frightened 
off even by the proximity of the set­ 
tlement. 
My 
strength 
was nearly 
gone and I was afraid th at I could 
not execute the dodge this time with 
tile success that had followed my other 
efforts. 
Nerving myself for a su­ 
preme effort I altern! my course again, 
and for the third time the wolves went 
sprawling, but in turning I gave my 
right ankle a twist, and with a shrill 
cry of pain fell full length u;h>ii the 
ice. 
I gave myself up for lost and awaited 
tin* 
attack 
with 
my 
knife 
ready. 
When they saw me at bay the wolves 
hesitated, but only for a moment. One 
big fellow' made a leap for my throat, 
when there came a shout from the 
shore, followed by a gunshot that laid 
the wolf low*. 
His death was the sig­ 
nal for the flight of the others, and 
away they went, pursued by several 
rifle balls. 
M hen my father and two brothers 
reached me I was so weak from fright 
and pain that they had to carry me 
home. 
On the way they told me how 
one ot the neighbors, being out on tile 
ice. had heard wolves howling. This 
alarmed my father as lie knew I was 
away alone, and when I did not reutrn 
at sunset he and my brothers started 
out to meet me. 
Well for me was it 
that they did so. 
The match came off the next day 
and the Skagway team won, but w ith­ 
out any help from me. 
My sprained 
ankle prevented my taking any active 
part hi the race.—Presbyterian Ban­ 
ner. 


w in d s a n d d r a u g h t s 


S c ie n tia l S how * T h at 
th e F o rtn er Ar® 
U enetfetui and th e (.a tter llangt'Tnti*. 
Professor Max H er/, an Austrian 
scientist, has just published an essay 
upon the difference between wind and 
draught, which is likely to convince the 
public that the old-fashioned prejudice 
against draughts is not altogether un­ 
justified. 
By a draught is meant the currents 
of air in an enclosed space. 
Our fore­ 
fathers attributed nearly all the evils 
that beset them to draughts, and they 
would not have slept in uncurtained 
betis for anything. 
Of course, their 
windows and doors were shaky anti 
houses stood far apart, so draughts 
were nearly inevitable. 
But the mod­ 
ern 
scientific 
world 
tries to deny 
draughts altogether, and calls them 
winds, which arc harmless and even 
healthy to a certain degree. 
Or. Hens says that any one who cares 
to find out the difference between a 
wind and a draught can do so in any 
apartm ent which has window’s on dif­ 
ferent sides of the house. 
Let him 
opeu a window oil a windy day on til** 
sale of the house toward which tin* 
wind blows. The air which comes in is 
quite harmless if the person exposed 
to it be dressed in warm clothes, and 
little children may take the air in a 
room thus ventilated. But let him open 
a window past winch the wind blow s, 
and it will be found that the air in the 
room is moved by a number of cur­ 
rents. all of which strive to reach tile 
opening. 
It is the passing w ind which 
sucks up the air iii the room and draws 
it out. aud this causes tin* room to have 
what is called a draught. 
I he effect upon sensitive persons is 
immediately felt, like the forerunner 
of pain to come. 
A draught will al­ 
ways be felt as colder than tin* wind. 
I cry dangerous 
draughts 
are those 
that are produced in railway cars by 
the rapid motion of the train, 
it is 
not wind that gets into the carriages. 
but the air of the car which is sucked 
out. A lighted match held to the chink 
of the window* will prove this—as tin* 
flame will be drawn toward the win­ 
dow, not blown from it. 


I r v in g ’n S ta g erra lt. 
It chanced to me once, 
and only 
once, in a life of some faring by land 
anil sea, to ride up a Kurdish gorge 
at early dawn. the sky still starry, as 
the charcoal-burners had begun their 
work, and to see over all, as the smoke 
rose, a gray-blue light as of the depths. 
some touch of deep-cliilled enveloping 
air on gorge and mountain side, as 
though a sapphire had aged, and grown 
gray and wan. 
Once only I saw this, 
and never again. When, in Faust, the 
curtain rose on the Brocken, I saw* 
before me the same miracle of gray- 
blue. “ How* did you,” I asked once at 
supper, “ who ride abroad so little and 
are so rarely on the mountainside, 
hit <»n this, the 
rarest of 
lights?” 
“Once,” and he took up a small plate, 
"I saw* in a gallery.” and lit* named 
it. but I have forgotten, “a landscape 
by I lurer the size of this plate, a 
mountain side in the early morn iii 
this same gray-blue light. 
It gave me 
the light I wanted for the Brocken.”—

His sway in a republic 
lacking the tempering Influence of an 
hereditary aristocracy is, of course, 
doubly potent over those unfortunate 
mortals iii whom the Instinct of snob­ 
bery is congenital. 
What won 11 seem 
to prove that though fools may contend 
about the form of government, wise 
men should concern themselves chiefly 
with its essence. 


When we note tho haughtiness of 
capital and the small esteem in which 
it holds labor, we receive confirmation 
of the curious proneness of the human 
mind to base its judgments on arti­ 
ficial rather than on natural distinc­ 
tions. 
Every sane man knows that 
even if every cent of capital wore to 
perish from the earth mankind would 
stiil got along somehow*, blit without 
labor the world would be a howling 
wilderness inside of a month. 
Yet 
we insist in crowning capital as the 
Dives of modern industrialism, and 
view labor as the Lazarus, sitting on 
tin* doorsteps of Dives’ mansion, hog­ 
ging for tin* crumbs from the abun­ 
dance of his table! No wonder our civ­ 
ilization is a puzzling array of incon­ 
gruities that thinking men find hard to 
reconcile with any known conception of 
sanity, when we have reversed the 
natural economic order in relation, to 
the production of wealth and the ab­ 
sorption thereof! concludes the Coast 
Seamen’s Journal. 


THE EARTH’S ORIGIN 


P rofessor C ham berlain's N ew “ A ccretion 
T h eory.’* 
In an address to the Central Asso­ 
ciation of Science aud Mathematics 
Teachers, 
Prof. 
Thomas 
Cbrowder 
Chamberlin, of the University of Chi­ 
cago, outlined his recently announced 
‘‘accretion 
theory” 
of 
the 
earth’s 
origin, which, if accepted by scientists, 
will overthrow the so-called “nebular 
hypothesis” and do away with most of 
the ideas commonly held as the origin 
of the earth aud the other planets. 
Prof. Chamberlin, who is one of the 
foremost 
geologists 
iii 
the 
United 
States, has been working since 1890 
at his theory, which w*ill be given to 
the public in the second volume of 
his w'ork on geology, which is to be 
published in January. 
Scientists all 
over the world have watched Prof. 
Chamberlin’s work with the keenest 
interest. 
According to the “nebular hypothe­ 
sis,” or Laplace theory, which has 
been held for over a century, the earth 
and the other planets originally were 
masses of molten m atter thrown off 
from the sun by its whirling motion 
and gradually cooled to their present 
condition. 
This theory Prof. Cham­ 
berlin attacks on the assumption that 
the sun never had a whirling velocity 
sufficient to throw off such bodies. 
“The mechanics of the solar system 
don’t work right,” he said. 
“ Every 
body has a momentum which is con­ 
stant as long as its size does not 
change. 
To throw off Neptune the 
sun would have to have a momentum 
’JIM) times as great as it has now. and 
to throw* off the earth one 1800 times 
as great. 
Another difficulty with the 
old theory is that according to it all 
tile satellites of a body should he re­ 
volving iii the same direction. A ninth 
satellite of Saturn has been recently 
discovered, and it is going the wrong 
way!” 
Prof. Chamberlin’s theory is that a 
disturbance w as caused in our sun by 
the near approach of, or collision with, 
some other sun. which drew* off pro­ 
jections of nebulous m atter from our 
sun and gave them a rotary motion by 
its own attraction as it passed. These 
particles of 
m atter 
then 
gradually 
gathered together to form the planets. 
The internal heat of the earth, says 
Prof. Chamberlin, developed by com­ 
pression as the body grew*. The theory 
that the moon once had an atmosphere, 
he asserts, must also be given lip. 
“I have made reports on the progress 
of my work at different times,” Prof. 
Cha in benin said to a Tribune reporter, 
“ when societies such a s the one that 
met to day have urged me to, but in 
general I have tried to hold hack my 
theory. 
It is one that demands a great 
deal of time and care to work out. 
Yes, the activity of radium, which has 
been discovered recently, may enter 
into the matter, but I have not gone 
into that very far as yet.”—Chicago 
Tribune.

OR many years the Federal 
Government has been m ak­ 
ing 
large 
appropriations 
for river and harbor im­ 
provement. . The 
theory 
upon which this has been permissible 
Is that the improvement of transporta­ 
tion facilities is a m atter of vital pub­ 
lic concern, and th at the people will 
get enough good therefrom to more 
than w arrant the expenditures. 
The 
acceptance of the soundness of this 
contention must carry with it tile en­ 
dorsement of Government ald iii the 
construction 
and 
improvement 
of 
wagon roads. 
These highways afford 
transportation facilities which, after 
all. most directly affect and come clos­ 
est home to the greatest number of 
people. 
The produce which forms so 
large a part of the freight carried by 
the railroads must first be hauled by 
wagons from the farms. This is a large 
item Iii the aggregate, very much larg­ 
er than is generally appreciated, be­ 
cause so widely distributed and be­ 
cause each individual haul, taken by 
itself, is a small affair. 
The General 
Government is supposed to have an in­ 
terest in the welfare of all the people 
and a willingness to improve and pro­ 
mote it whenever and wherever possi­ 
ble. 
lf this view obtains, the General 
Government cannot long withhold its 
aid to road improvement along the line 
of the Brownlow-Latimer hill now be­ 
fore Congress, for 
certainly 
wagon 
road 
conditions 
affect more people 
than any and all other internal im­ 
provement projects. 
The main argu­ 
ment in favor of river and harbor im­ 
provements is that they promote the 
general welfare, and that the improve­ 
ments entail an expense too heavy to 
be home by the people of the localities 
most directly interested, and hence 
would never be made if the Govern­ 
ment refused to foot the hills. 
The 
same argum ents apply 
with 
equal 
force to the improvement of the public 
highways. 
It is equally certain that 
this great work will remain undone, 
as it lias through a century of our his­ 
tory, if the whole burden of the ex­ 
pense is left to hp carried by the farm ­ 
ing classes of the States. The farmers 
are the producers of the wealth of the 
country, preserving the 
balance 
of 
trade iii our favor year by year. 
Sec­ 
retary Wilson has just given us some 
astounding figures as the result of 
agriculture for the year IIH Kl. 
The 
people who create this vast national 
wealth are certainly entitled to the 
nation's consideration. 
The enormous 
cost of had roads to the farm ers is not 
only destructive of the profits 
that 
should be saved to them, but is sick­ 
ening to agricultural ambition and dis­ 
heartening to increased effort. 
Bud 
roads form the greatest 
menace 
to 
farm life, and by their hurtful influ­ 
ence are driving young men from rural 
communities to the cities. 
Nothing 
can be more harm ful to the national 
welfare. 
The farm home is the bul­ 
wark of the republic. 
Everything pos­ 
sible should be done to encourage the 
Umbers of tin* land. Nothing that this 
great Government eau do would bo so 
profitable at this tkne as to extend it* 
aid 
to 
highway improvement, and 
nothing that the people can do for 
themselves is more important than to 
demand of Congress the enactment 
into law of what is known as the 
Brownlow-1 ai timer Good Roads hill. 
This paper urges the measure as nm* 
most essential to the national well-be­ 
ing, and w e hope our readers will in­ 
stantly take the m atter nj* by personal

LOSS B r FIRE 


T errible Stet (stir* o f th e W ork o f Via la c s 
In T h is Country. 
Of all the useless wastes that we at 
a people have indulged in in the United 
States and iii Canada, that of fire, our 
annual bonfire, is the most inane, in 
fact criminal, for by it is property not 
only devastated but are lives by tho 
thousands yearly sacrificed. 
Think of it, iii 1901, 7000 people were 
burned, an average of nineteen fatali­ 
ties through fire every day in the year, 
and a record th at nearly equals that 
of all the railroad accidents of the two 
countries, 
generally 
considered 
the 
most fruitful source by far of fatal 
accidents! And the record of BHH w as 
not an 
extraordinary one. 
The in­ 
crease in deaths by tire has been grow- 
ing steadily. 
Our present ratio 
is 
about nine lives lost by fire every year 
for every 100,000 of population. 
Iii 
1000 the ratio w as eight, and in 1800 
it w as five. 
Unless something drastic 
is done, w hat will be the ratio in 1950? 
If the loss of life is appalling, the 
loss of property is disgusting. 
One 
hates to think that he is part and par­ 
cel of such a race of stupids. 
Not 
even China and Japan, with their pa­ 
per and bamboo houses, submit to such 
a tax as w e do. 
Our fire losses are 
equal to a tax of $2,7 per year per 
fcimily, and that tax shows but the lovs 
of property actually consumed. 
We 
have burned up one thousand millions 
of dollars’ worth In six years! 
Most 
losses, so called, are reallj* but ex­ 
changes. one product turned into some 
other form, a loss perhaps to many. 
but a gain to some one. 
Not so with 
fire. 
That loss is final, absolute, and 
the visual one is actual. 
New York averages 8700 tires a year. 
Chicago 4100. We burn three theatres, 
three public balls, twelve churches, 
ten schools, two hospitals, two asy­ 
lums, 
two 
colleges, 
six 
apartm ent 
houses, three department stores, tw o 
jails, twenty-six hotels, one hundred 
and forty fiat houses and nearly six­ 
teen hundred homes every week of the 
year. 
In all this broad land there are but 
3000 buildings that can lie called “tire- 
proof.” and that very largelj* only in 
their structural parts, that is. fireproof 
buildings 
like 
those 
in 
Baltimore, 
whose steel frames and terra cotta 
floors withstood the attack where all 
else a Inuit them, the stone, tile marble, 
the wood, went the way of all things 
combustible or destructible. — Insur 
a nee Engineering.

R e lic o f O ld L on d on . 
Few houses in London have had a 
more curious and checkered history 
than 17 Fleet street, so long known to 
Londoners as the “ Palace of Cardinal 
Wolsey and Henry VHI,” which has 
been completely restored by the Lon­ 
don County Council. 
The earliest au­ 
thentic records show* the building to 
have been acquired by Jam es I as an 
office for the Duchy of (lorn wail. 
For 
a time Henry, Prince of Wales, used 
it as a town residence prior to his un­ 
timely death. 
The house would ap­ 
pear to have passed s»m>ii after from 
the possession of the Duchy of Corn­ 
wall, and was turned Into one of the 
coffee houses for which Fleet street 
became famous. Tie* name it bore for 
many years was “ Nando’s,” and it 
is said th at Thurlow, the eminent 
lawyer, obtained his first great brief 
there. 
loiter still the building was 
the scene of a waxwork exhibition. 
Mrs. Salmon, the predecessor of Ma­ 
dam e Tussaud, being the proprietress* 
until her death in 1812. 
Latterly the 
premises were used by a hairdresser. 
The house is one of the few specimen* 
of late Tudor architecture left by the 
great fire of London, which ceased its 
ravages within a few feet east of it. 
The County Council have removed the 
gaudy tinselled front of modern crea­ 
tion and restored the building to its 
original condition. 
The total cost of 
its acquisition was £20.300. and a fur­ 
ther sum of £8000 has been spent on it? 
restoration. New York Globe.

ro e their just pawers from the consent of the governed.?

and good morals this principle should apply to the people of the ter­ 
ritories as well as tv) th ^se of the states— they are all American citi­ 
zens.

Washington, Jan. 17.—The 


democratic members of the house 
committee on interstate and 
for- j 


eign commerce have reported a 
rate bill. The bill is a compre 
hensive measure, dealing with 
all the questions involved in the 
subject. Its 
essential 
differ 


ence fro:?, what is understood to 
be the majority measure, the bill 
of Mr. Hepburn of Iowa, is that 
instead of authorizing the inter- 
t?i state commerce committee to 
fix a "maxium" rate, in accord- 
ance with the specific recommen 


dution of President 
Roosevelt, 


the rate to bo fixed shall be a 
reasonable one. It forbids the 
commission increasing any rate 
which ha- been nxed and pub 
lished as such b.v any railroad. 
It authorizes the rate fixed by 


the commission to be reviewed by 
the courts only when it is shown 
that such rato does not enable 
the carrier to realize a fair prptic 
on the capital actually invested in 
the road, or where the commis- 
sion has exceeded its powers in 
fixing the rate, making it conns' 
catory.

the Honso, the vote disclosed that 
the assistance of the Democrats 
was essential to the success of this 
party measure. 


The vote is interesting chictly 


in that it indicates tho strengtl 
of the insurgents. Of the seven 
t.vone 
votes that 
were cast 


against the passage of the bill 
fifty-six were Republicans. Two 
of these, however, were the votes 
of men who are not in rebellion 
against tlje 
omnibus statehood 


bill. But fifty-four added to the 
Democratic vote cast today as 
sured the defeat of a rule to tor 
bid amendments to the omnibus 
bill 
In fact, on this proposition 


lu>re will be more insui gents 
than there woie today on the tar- 


iff bill, so that if the Speaker had 
any doubt as to the strength of 
tho insurgents it must have been 
quite dispelled. 


But the Speaker has not been 


in doubt. He knows to a cer- 
tainty that an effort to force the 
statehood bill through the House 
would be defeated and, therefore, 
its plans are nebulous. 


There is no indication now that 


tho insurgents will be won over, 
and, therefore, statehood, if it 
cornea at nil, must be only for 
Indian Territory and Oklahoma. 
The prevalent opinion is that the 
autocracy and the President will 
surrender and consent eventually 
to a bill excluding New Mexico 
and Arizona.

This tax has been ap- 
proved by the Indian Agent, and 
the instructions are to collect the 
tax from Jan. 1 to March 4, the 
date of the dissolution of the tri- 
bal government. This tax will be 
t'le last tribute mom-y that will 
ever be exacted in this Nation 
from merchants, und it is expect- 
ed that there will be little trouble 
in the enforcement of it, as the 
taut has been declared valid, and 
vatil the tribes dissolve efforts 


will be made to collect it. 
In 


cases of refusal the Indian Agent 
will be called upon as heretofore.

WINDS AND DRAUGHTS 
„_ 


Sciential Show* That the Former Arc 


ilFiirtlclal and the Latter longeron*. 
Professor 
Max Ilerx. an Austrian 


scientist, has just published an essay 
upon the difference between wind and 
draught, which is likely to convince the 
public that the olil-fashloned prejud'ce 
aeain«t draughts is not altogether un- 
justified. 


By a draught is meant the currents 


of air in an enclosed space. Our fore- 
fathers attributed nearly all the evils 
that beset them to draughts, and they 
would not have slept In uncurtained 
beds for anything. Of course, their 
windows and doors were shaky and 
houses stood far apart, so draughts 
were nearly inc\itable. But the mod- 
ern 
scientific 
world 
tries to deny 


draughts altogether, and calls them 
winds, which are harmless uml even 
healthy to « certain degree. 


Dr llerz says that any one who cares 


to find out the difference between a 
w tud and a draught can do so in nnj 
apartment which has windows on dif- 
ferent sides of the house. 
Let him 


open a window on a windy day on the 
side of tbe house toward which the 
wind blows. The air which conies in is 
quite harmless if the person exposed 
to it be dressed in warm clothes, and 
little children mny take the air in a 
room thus ventilated. But let him open 
a window past winch the wind blows, 
and it will be found that the nir in the 
room is moved by a number of cur- 
rents. nil of which strive to reach the 
opening. It is the passing w ind which 
sucks up the air in the room and draws 
it out. and this causes the room to h:ive 
what is called a draught. 


The effect upon sensitive persons is 


immediately felt, like the forerunner 
of pain to come. A draught will al- 
ways be felt as colder than tlie wind 
Very dangerous draughts are those 
that arp produced in railway cars by 
the rapid motion of the train. 
It is 


not wind that gets into the carriages. 
bnt the nir of the car which is sucked 
out. A lighted match held to the chink 
of the window will prove this— as tbe 
flame will be drawn toward the win- 
dow, not blown from it.

THE EARTH'S ORICiN

Theorr." 


In an address to the Central Asso- 


ciation of Science and Mathematics 
Teachers, Prof. Thomas' Chrowder 
Chamberlln, of the University of Chi- 
cago, outlined his recently announced 
"accretion- theory" of the earth's 
origin, which, if accepted by scientists, 
will overthrow the so-called "nebular 
hypothesis" and do away with most of 
the Ideas commonly held as the origin 
of the earth and the other planets. 


Prof. Chamberlln, who Is one of the 


foremost geologists in tbe 
United 


States, has been working since 1890 
at his theory, wlilch will be given to 
the public In the second volume of 
his work on geology, which is to be 
published In January. 
Scientists all 


over the world have watched Prof. 
Chamberllu's work with the keenest 
interest. 


According to the "nebular hypothe- 


sis," or Laplace theory, which has 
been held for over a century, the earth 
and the other planets originally were 
masses of molten matter thrown off 
from the sun by its whirling motion 
and gradually cooled to their present 
condition. 
This theory Prof. Cham- 


berllu attacks on the assumption that 
the sun never had a whirling velocity 
sufficient to throw off such bodies. 


"The mechanics of the solar system 


don't w6rk right," he said. 
"Every 


body has n momentum which is con- 
stant as long as Its size does not 
change. 
To throw off Neptune the 


sun would have to have a momentum 
200 times as great as it has now, and 
to throw off tho earth one 1800 times 
as great. 
Another difficulty with the 


old theory is that according to it all 
the satellites of a body should be re- 
volving in the same direction. A ninth 
satellite of Saturn has been recently 
discovered, and it is going the wrong 
way!" 
Prof. Cbamberlln's theory Is that a 


disturbance was caused in our sun by 
the near approach of. or collision with, 
some other sun, which drew off pro- 
jections of nebulous matter from our 
sun and gave them a rotary motion by 
its own attraction as it passed. These 
particles of matter then gradually 
gathered together to form the planets. 


The internal heat of the earth, says 


Prof. Chamberlin, developed by com- 
pression as the body grew. The theory 
that the moon once had an atmosphere, 
he asserts, must also be given up. 


"I have made reports on the progress 


of my work at different times," Prof. 
Clmmberiln said to a Tribune reporter, 
"when societies such as the one that 
met to-day hn\e urged me to, but in 
general I have tried to hold back my 
theory. It is one that demands a great 
deal of time and care to work out. 
Yes, the activity of radium, which has 
been discovered recently, may enter 
into the matter, but I have not gone 
into that \ery far as yet."—Chicago 
Tribune.

1 'Government baa been mak- 
ing large appropriations 
for river and harbor Im- 
provement. •» The 
theory 


upon which this has been permissible 
is that the improvement of transports 
tion facilities is a matter of vital pub 
lie concern, and that the people will 
get enough good therefrom to more 
tban warrant the expenditures. The 
acceptance of the soundness of this 
contention must carry with it the eu< 
dorsement of Government aid in the 
construction 
and 
improvement 
of 


wagon roads. These highways afford 
transportation facilities which, after 
all, most directly affect and come clos- 
est home to the greatest number of 
people.

Terrible Statlsttes of the Woflfc «f Vlsi 


IB This Country. 


Of all the useless wastes that we at 


a people bave indulged In in tbe United 
States and in Canada, that of fir*, oar 
annual bonfire, is tbe most inane, in 
fact criminal, for by it is property notl 
only devastated but are lives by th» 
thousands yearly sacrificed. 


Think of It, in 1904, 7000 people were 


burned, an average of nineteen fatali- 
ties through fire every day in the year, 
and a record that nearly equals that 
of all the railroad accidents of tbe two 
countries, generally 
considered tu« 


most fruitful source by far of fatal 
accidents! And the record of 1004 was 
not an extraordinary one. 
The in- 


crease in deaths by fire has been grow- 
ing steadily. 
Our , present ratio I* 


about nine lives lost by fire every year 
for every 100,000 of population. 
In 


1000 tbe ratio was eight, and in 1800 
It was five. Unless something drastic 
is done, what will be the ratio In 1050? 


If the loss of life is appalling, the 


loss of property is disgusting. One 
hates to think that he Is part and par- 
cel of such a race of stupids. Not 
even China and Japan, with their pa- 
per and bamboo houses, submit to such 
a tax as we do. Our fire losses are 
equal to a tax of $25 per year per 
tamlly, and that tax shows but the loss 
of property actually, consumed. 
We 


have burned up one thousand millions 
of dollars' worth in six years! 
Most 


losses, so called, are really but ex- 
changes, one product turned into some 
other form, a loss perhaps to many, 
but a gain to some one. Not so with 
fire. That loss is final, absolute, and 
the visual one is actual. 


New York averages 8700 flres a year, 


Chicago 4100. We burn three theatres, 
three public halls, twelve churches, 
ten schools, two hospitals, two asy- 
lums, two colleges, six 
apartment 


houses, three department stores, two 
Jails, twenty-six hotels, one hundred 
and forty flat houses and nearly six- 
teen hundred homes every week of the 
year. 
% 
In all this broad land there are but 


3000 buildings that can be called "tire- 
proof," and that very largely only in 
their structural parts, that is, fireproof 
buildings like those in 
Baltimore, 


whose steel frames and terra cottn 
doors withstood the attack where all 
else about them, the stone, the marble, 
the wood, went the way of all things 
combustible or destructible. — Insur 
auce Engineering.

Hello of Old London. 


Few houses in London have 1ml a 


more curious and checkered history 
than 17 Fleet street, so long known to 
Ixindoners as the "Palace of Cardinal 
Wolsey and Henry VIII," which has 
been completely restored by the Lon- 
ilon County Council. The earliest au- 
thentic records show the building to 
have been acquired by James I as au 
office for the Duchy of Cornwall. 
For 


i time Henry, Prince of Wales, used 
it as a town residence prior to bis un- 
timely death. 
The house would ap- 


pear to have- passed soon after from 
the possession of the Duchy of Corn- 
wall, and was turned into one of the 
'offee bouses for which Fleet street 
became famous. The name It bore for 
many years was "Nando's," and it 
Is said that Thurlow. the eminent 
lawyer, obtained his first great brief 
there. 
Later still the building w«» 


the scene of a waxwork exhibition. 
Mrs. Salmon, the predecessor of Ma- 
dame Tussaud, being the proprietress 
until her death in 1812. 
Latterly the 


premises were used by a hairdresser. 
The house Is one of the few specimen* 
of late Tudor architecture left by the 
great fire of London, which ceased it» 
ravages within a few feet east of it. 
The County Council have removed the 
gaudy tinselled front of modern crea- 
tion and restored the building to its 
original condition. 
The total cost of 


its acquisition w»s £20.;$00, and a fur- 
ther sum of £800O has been spent on itr 
restoration.—New York Globe.

The proposition i» so extraordinary — in fact, unprecedented— that it 
would seem that it could be justified only by an extraordinary emer- 
gency in the life of the nation, or some other equally grave reason. 
No territory ha.* ever been forced into statehood against its will, and 
there are many reasons, stronger than precedent, why two territo- 
ries should not oe foioed into joint statehood against bheir will. 
The constitution »f the United States prohibits congress from ma- 
king one v-Uto out of two, or parts of two, without the consent of 
the people of both state-, expressed by their respective legislatures 
This- prohibition i> based primarily upon the great principle laid 
down in the Declaration of Independence, that "all governments do 
rive their just poweu? from the consent of the governed." In equity 
and good morals tin- punciple should apply to the people of the ter- 
ritories as woll as to those ot the states—they are till American citi- 
zens. 


President Roosevelt ha- not given an\ reason publicly for his 


extraordinary course, but he is credited with sajiug piivately that 
thi- statehood question is always bobbing up m congress- to the hm 
drauoa aurt delay of more important lingers, and it mu«»t be gotten 
out of the ^siy. It is al-t> stated that the lailway and mining lobby 
are using money to prevent the passage ot the omnibus statehood 
bill, ana. theieloie, it mu-<t be p-issed 


Neither ot these rea*ou>,asMiuium them to be true, is sutuciont 


to jus-tity a bill which violates a fundamental principle of the gov- 
ernment and dispo-es ot the people of these territories as though 
tney were cattle 
True, "Union's weeping did scandal many a holy 


tear,1' bub because others aie corrupt i- no reason why the innocent 
people of these temtorie-* should sufter, or why they should not be 
consulted as to their fate. All they a-k is that the word "each" 
shall be incorporated in the bill so that the people of each territory 
shall have the privilege of voting on the constitution of the new 
state: that is. of ratifyintr or rejecting joint statehood. If that is 
done— and Speaker Cannon's arbitrary refusal is pure tyranny- 
then the matter wil! be decided by a free, incorruptible people, and 
not by a lobby. — Kansas City Journal.

In 
cases of refusal the Indian Agent 
will be called upon as heretofore.

This 
alarmed my father as he knew I was 
away alone, and when I did not rentrn 
at sunset he and my brothers started 
out to meet me. Well for me was it 
that they did so. 


The match came off the next day

WINDS AND DRAUGHTS 
„_ 


Sciential Show* That the Former Arc 


ilFiirtlclal and the Latter longeron*. 
Professor 
Max Ilerx. an Austrian 


scientist, has just published an essay 
upon the difference between wind and 
draught, which is likely to convince the 
public that the olil-fashloned prejud'ce 
aeain«t draughts is not altogether un- 
justified. 


By a draught is meant the currents 


of air in an enclosed space. Our fore- 
fathers attributed nearly all the evils 
that beset them to draughts, and they 
would not have slept In uncurtained 
beds for anything. Of course, their 
windows and doors were shaky and 
houses stood far apart, so draughts 
were nearly inc\itable. But the mod- 
ern 
scientific 
world 
tries to deny 


draughts altogether, and calls them 
winds, which are harmless uml even 
healthy to « certain degree. 


Dr llerz says that any one who cares 


to find out the difference between a 
w tud and a draught can do so in nnj 
apartment which has windows on dif- 
ferent sides of the house. 
Let him 


open a window on a windy day on the 
side of tbe house toward which the 
wind blows. The air which conies in is 
quite harmless if the person exposed 
to it be dressed in warm clothes, and 
little children mny take the air in a 
room thus ventilated. But let him open 
a window past winch the wind blows, 
and it will be found that the nir in the 
room is moved by a number of cur- 
rents. nil of which strive to reach the 
opening. It is the passing w ind which 
sucks up the air in the room and draws 
it out. and this causes the room to h:ive 
what is called a draught. 


The effect upon sensitive persons is 


immediately felt, like the forerunner 
of pain to come. A draught will al- 
ways be felt as colder than tlie wind 
Very dangerous draughts are those 
that arp produced in railway cars by 
the rapid motion of the train. 
It is 


not wind that gets into the carriages. 
bnt the nir of the car which is sucked 
out. A lighted match held to the chink 
of the window will prove this— as tbe 
flame will be drawn toward the win- 
dow, not blown from it.

THE EARTH'S ORICiN 


PMlMSar CbJunbmrtata'B Mew «A«er*tloa 


Theorr." 


In an address to the Central Asso- 


ciation of Science and Mathematics 
Teachers, Prof. Thomas' Chrowder 
Chamberlln, of the University of Chi- 
cago, outlined his recently announced 
"accretion- theory" of the earth's 
origin, which, if accepted by scientists, 
will overthrow the so-called "nebular 
hypothesis" and do away with most of 
the Ideas commonly held as the origin 
of the earth and the other planets. 


Prof. Chamberlln, who Is one of the 


foremost geologists in tbe 
United 


States, has been working since 1890 
at his theory, wlilch will be given to 
the public In the second volume of 
his work on geology, which is to be 
published In January. 
Scientists all 


over the world have watched Prof. 
Chamberllu's work with the keenest 
interest. 


According to the "nebular hypothe- 


sis," or Laplace theory, which has 
been held for over a century, the earth 
and the other planets originally were 
masses of molten matter thrown off 
from the sun by its whirling motion 
and gradually cooled to their present 
condition. 
This theory Prof. Cham- 


berllu attacks on the assumption that 
the sun never had a whirling velocity 
sufficient to throw off such bodies. 


"The mechanics of the solar system 


don't w6rk right," he said. 
"Every 


body has n momentum which is con- 
stant as long as Its size does not 
change. 
To throw off Neptune the 


sun would have to have a momentum 
200 times as great as it has now, and 
to throw off tho earth one 1800 times 
as great. 
Another difficulty with the 


old theory is that according to it all 
the satellites of a body should be re- 
volving in the same direction. A ninth 
satellite of Saturn has been recently 
discovered, and it is going the wrong 
way!" 
Prof. Cbamberlln's theory Is that a 


disturbance was caused in our sun by 
the near approach of. or collision with, 
some other sun, which drew off pro- 
jections of nebulous matter from our 
sun and gave them a rotary motion by 
its own attraction as it passed. These 
particles of matter then gradually 
gathered together to form the planets. 


The internal heat of the earth, says 


Prof. Chamberlin, developed by com- 
pression as the body grew. The theory 
that the moon once had an atmosphere, 
he asserts, must also be given up. 


"I have made reports on the progress 


of my work at different times," Prof. 
Clmmberiln said to a Tribune reporter, 
"when societies such as the one that 
met to-day hn\e urged me to, but in 
general I have tried to hold back my 
theory. It is one that demands a great 
deal of time and care to work out. 
Yes, the activity of radium, which has 
been discovered recently, may enter 
into the matter, but I have not gone 
into that \ery far as yet."—Chicago 
Tribune.

OOTernment and Wajron Koadf. 


OB many years the Federal 
1 'Government baa been mak- 
ing large appropriations 
for river and harbor Im- 
provement. •» The 
theory 


upon which this has been permissible 
is that the improvement of transports 
tion facilities is a matter of vital pub 
lie concern, and that the people will 
get enough good therefrom to more 
tban warrant the expenditures. The 
acceptance of the soundness of this 
contention must carry with it the eu< 
dorsement of Government aid in the 
construction 
and 
improvement 
of 


wagon roads. These highways afford 
transportation facilities which, after 
all, most directly affect and come clos- 
est home to the greatest number of 
people. The produce which forms so 
large a part of the freight carried by 
the railroads must first be hauled by 
wagons from' the farms. This Is a large 
item in the aggregate, very much larg- 
er than is generally appreciated, be- 
cause so widely distributed and be 
cause each individual haul, taken by 
itself, is a small nffalr. 
The General 


Government is supposed to have an in- 
terest in the welfare of all the people 
and a willingness to Improve and pro- 
mote it whenever' and wherever possi- 
ble. If this view obtains, the General 
Government cannot long withhold its 
nld to roml improvement along the line 
of the Brownlow-Latlmer bill now be- 
fore Congress, for

conditions 
affect more people 


than any and all other internal im- 
provement projects. 
The main argu- 


ment in favor of river and harbor im- 
provements is that they promote the 
general welfare, and that the improve 
meats entail an -expense too heavy to 
be borne by the people of the localities 
most directly interested, and hence 
would never be made If the Govern 
ment refused to foot the bills. 
The 


same' arguments apply 
with 
ei]tial 


force to the improvement of the public 
highways. It is equally certain that 
this great work will remain undone, 
us it has through a century of our his- 
tory, If the whole burden of the ex- 
pense is left to be carried by the farm- 
ing classes of the States. The farmers 
are the producers of the wealth of the 
country, preserving the 
balance of 


trade in our favor year by year. Sec- 
retary Wilson lias Just given us some 
astounding figures as the result of 
agriculture for the year 1005. 
The 


people who create this vast national 
wealth aro certainly entitled to the 
nation's consideration. The enormous 
cost of bad roads to the farmers Is not 
only destructive of the profits that 
should be saved to them, but is sick- 
ening to agricultural ambition and dis- 
heartening to increased effort. 
Bad 


roads form the greatest menace to 
farm life, and by their hurtful Influ- 
ence nre driving young men from rural 
communities to the cities. 
Nothing 


enn be more harmful to the national 
welfare. 
The farm home is the bul- 


wark of the republic. Everything pos- 
sible should be done to encourage the 
farther* of the land. Nothing that this 
great Government can do would be so 
profitable «t this thne as to extend its 
aid 
to 
highway Improvement, and 


nothing that the people can do for 
themselves Is more important than to 
demand of Congress the enactment 
Into law of what Is known as the 
Brownlow-Latimer Good Roads bill.

Terrible Statlsttes of the Woflfc «f Vlsi 


IB This Country. 


Of all the useless wastes that we at 


a people bave indulged In in tbe United 
States and in Canada, that of fir*, oar 
annual bonfire, is tbe most inane, in 
fact criminal, for by it is property notl 
only devastated but are lives by th» 
thousands yearly sacrificed. 


Think of It, in 1904, 7000 people were 


burned, an average of nineteen fatali- 
ties through fire every day in the year, 
and a record that nearly equals that 
of all the railroad accidents of tbe two 
countries, generally 
considered tu« 


most fruitful source by far of fatal 
accidents! And the record of 1004 was 
not an extraordinary one. 
The in- 


crease in deaths by fire has been grow- 
ing steadily. 
Our , present ratio I* 


about nine lives lost by fire every year 
for every 100,000 of population. 
In 


1000 tbe ratio was eight, and in 1800 
It was five. Unless something drastic 
is done, what will be the ratio In 1050? 


If the loss of life is appalling, the 


loss of property is disgusting. One 
hates to think that he Is part and par- 
cel of such a race of stupids. Not 
even China and Japan, with their pa- 
per and bamboo houses, submit to such 
a tax as we do. Our fire losses are 
equal to a tax of $25 per year per 
tamlly, and that tax shows but the loss 
of property actually, consumed. 
We 


have burned up one thousand millions 
of dollars' worth in six years! 
Most 


losses, so called, are really but ex- 
changes, one product turned into some 
other form, a loss perhaps to many, 
but a gain to some one. Not so with 
fire. That loss is final, absolute, and 
the visual one is actual. 


New York averages 8700 flres a year, 


Chicago 4100. We burn three theatres, 
three public halls, twelve churches, 
ten schools, two hospitals, two asy- 
lums, two colleges, six 
apartment 


houses, three department stores, two 
Jails, twenty-six hotels, one hundred 
and forty flat houses and nearly six- 
teen hundred homes every week of the 
year. 
% 
In all this broad land there are but 


3000 buildings that can be called "tire- 
proof," and that very largely only in 
their structural parts, that is, fireproof 
buildings like those in 
Baltimore, 


whose steel frames and terra cottn 
doors withstood the attack where all 
else about them, the stone, the marble, 
the wood, went the way of all things 
combustible or destructible. — Insur 
auce Engineering.

Hello of Old London. 


Few houses in London have 1ml a 


more curious and checkered history 
than 17 Fleet street, so long known to 
Ixindoners as the "Palace of Cardinal 
Wolsey and Henry VIII," which has 
been completely restored by the Lon- 
ilon County Council. The earliest au- 
thentic records show the building to 
have been acquired by James I as au 
office for the Duchy of Cornwall. 
For 


i time Henry, Prince of Wales, used 
it as a town residence prior to bis un- 
timely death. 
The house would ap- 


pear to have- passed soon after from 
the possession of the Duchy of Corn- 
wall, and was turned into one of the 
'offee bouses for which Fleet street 
became famous. The name It bore for 
many years was "Nando's," and it 
Is said that Thurlow. the eminent 
lawyer, obtained his first great brief 
there. 
Later still the building w«» 


the scene of a waxwork exhibition. 
Mrs. Salmon, the predecessor of Ma- 
dame Tussaud, being the proprietress 
until her death in 1812. 
Latterly the 


premises were used by a hairdresser. 
The house Is one of the few specimen* 
of late Tudor architecture left by the 
great fire of London, which ceased it» 
ravages within a few feet east of it. 
The County Council have removed the 
gaudy tinselled front of modern crea- 
tion and restored the building to its 
original condition. 
The total cost of 


its acquisition w»s £20.;$00, and a fur- 
ther sum of £800O has been spent on itr 
restoration.—New York Globe.

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WHY IS IT? 


Many persons are pu/.zled to know why President Koosevelt is 


so bent on forcing Arizona and New Mexico into joint statehood. 
The proposition is so extraordinary—in fact, unprecedented—that it 
would seem that it could be justified only by an extraordinary emer- 
gency in the life of the nation, or »ome other equally grave reason. 
No territory ha> ever been forced into statehood against its will, and 
there are many reasons, stronger than precedent, why two territo- 
ries should not oe forced into joint statehood against fcheir will. 
The constitution «£ the United States prohibits congress from ma- 
kirjg cue t-tftte out of two, or parts of two, without the consent of 
the people of both state*, expressed by their respective legislatures 
Thb prohibition is based primarily upon the great principle laid 
down in the Declaration of Independence, that "all governments do- 
rive their just powers from the consent of the governed." In equity 
and good morals tin- principle should apply to the people of the ter- 
ritories as woll as to tho.sp ot the states—they are all American citi- 
zens. 


President Koosevelt ha> not given any reason publicly for his 


extraordinary course, lrut he is credited with saying privately that 
this statehood question is al\va.\^ bobbing up in coiurres.- to the Inn 
drains aucl del.-iy of aiotv important matters, and it must be gotten 
out of the way. It is aUo stated that the lailway and mining lobby 
are using money to prevent the passage of the omnibus statehood 
bill, and. theielore, it uui-it be {Kissed. 


Neither of these rea*ons,asMnmng them to be true, is sulitciont 


to justify a bill which violates a fundamental principle of the gov- 
ernment and dis.po-»ea of the people of these territories as though 
t&ey were cattle 
True, "Ninon's weeping did scandal many a holy 


tear,1' but because others are corrupt N no reason why the innocent 
people of these tetutones should suffer, or why they should not be 
consulted as to their fate. 
All they a^k is that the word "each" 


shall be incorporated in the bill so that the people of each territory 
shall have the privilege of voting on the constitution of the new 
state: that is, of ratifyintr or rejecting joint statehood. 
If that if 


done—and Speaker Cannon's arbitrary refusal is pure tyranny 
then the matter will be decided by a free, incorruptible people, and 
not by a lobby.—Kansas City Journal.
